Siam Oraſmuch as during the Hoſtility betweene Vs, and the Kings 
Ml ol France And Spaine, diuers of their Subiects haue been taken at Dea, 
and bꝛought into this Kingdome, as Pziſoners, by pꝛiuate men of 
y oj Warre, and there ſuffered to paſſe vp and downe freely, whereby 
2 F <3" they baue oppoztuntty to obſerne all paſſages of thoſe things which 
= bappen heere, to conferre with Our ill affected Subiects, and to cozs 
F 7 . yi rupt them and to view the ſituatton and condition ofthe Pozts and 
„places of this Land, fitteſt fo: Pnuaſion, wizereby great pꝛeindice 
map growe to Us, and to Dur State, itt ſhall not bee pꝛeuented. 
Mee therefoꝛe, by the adulce of Dur Pup Counſell, doe Herebp 
"3 declare Dur Royall pleaſure and commaund, that ail ſuch perſons 
as either already are, ozany time hereafter (hal! be bzought into this Kingbomedy auy pzinate 
man of Marre, as Pꝛiloners, ſhall bee kept in Paiſonand ſafe cuſtodie, at thecharge of thoſe 
who ſhall ſo bing them in, vuttll they (hall hence bee deliuered, and ſent backe vnto their ſeus- 
rall Countreys, either by way of Exchange foz Dur Subiects, which hall happen to bee Pztlo= 
ners there, oꝛ otherwiſe. And heereof euery one whom it doeth 62 may concerne, are to take 
notice, and duely to oblerue the lame, as they tender Our heauie diſpleaſure, and will anlwere 
their neglect thereof, at their vttermoſt perils.
